The first 
Jewish club in America was formed in I 
17U1 at Newport, with a memlierablp j 
limited to niue persons. Just before | 
the outbreak of the Revolutionary War , 
die Jewish population of Newport must 
have numbered nearly 1.000 souls. The 
war dispersed the community, and it 
never regained Its iin|»ortance. The 
Jews, for the most part, espoused the 
colonial cause and lost the greater part 
of their property when the town was 
I captured by the British. A few return¬ 
ed to the city after tbe war. and In 
1700 the Congregation presented an ad¬ 
dress to Washington on tbe occasion 
of hla visit to the city. Abraham Touro 
bequeathed a fund to the city of New¬ 
port to lualtiUln tbe aynagogue as well 
a* the cemetery. This fund Is still in 
existence, though no representatives of 
the original families now llte in the

Stimulants are not nece-snary- 
and stimulating medicine* should never 
to- given except on tlie advice of a 
veterinary.—Bt.
